Radioing Over the Appalachian Trail 


When packet radio was a new Amateur Radio pursuit, packeteers would attempt to 
see how far they could digipeat using the maximum eight digipeater call signs that you 
could program into a TNC. 

Those were the days when you could count the packet users in Connecticut on one 
hand -- it was about the same in other localities, too --so multiple digipeater-hopping was 
no cause for concern. As | recall, the farthest | ever digipeated was about five digipeat- 
ers into Canada. 

However, as packet radio matured and its users became more numerous, digi hopping 
began to be frowned upon because the sport interfered with real packet communications. 
And so it went. 

Bob Bruninga, WB4APR, is bringing back the sport with his Appalachian Trail 
Golden Packet Event. He hopes to field enough Amateur Radio emergency com-

By-laws changes to be voted on June 4th 


"New" by-laws is perhaps an overstatement. What the committee has at- 
tempted to do is modernize while not losing the unique character of the club. The 
purpose of these changes has been to clear up verbiage that was confusing or 
contradictory, simplify the rules, and modernize some aspects of how the club 
does business. 

One change is the way the club accepts new members. When founded ac- 
ceptance included tests to make sure the prospective new member was Morse 
code proficient and knowledgeable enough to be a member, to operate the 
club station, and so on. With the new rules an applicant pays their dues and is 
announced at the next meeting, no more voting in or out (who was ever not 
voted in?). This one change allows the club to modernize the application process, 
and allows the club to post reminders and collect annual renewals on line.

ARRL Field Day tips and techniques everyone can use 


Many amateurs treat ARRL Field 
Day (June 27-28) as a contest, even 
———— though it isn't one 
<http://www.arrl. 
org/fieldday>. But if 
your idea of Field 
Day fun is to go for the highest score 
possible, ARRL Contest Branch Man- 
ager Sean Kutzko, KX9X, offered the 
following suggestions at the ARRL 
Field Day Forum at the 2009 Dayton 
Hamvention. 
1) You will get many more stations in 
your log by calling CQ than by tuning 
the dial and answering CQs; however, 
if you're calling CQ and not getting 
any replies, keep calling. Most major 
contesters call CQ for several minutes 
at a time before giving up. Giving up 
after three or four CQs is giving up 
too soon. 
2) Keep your CQs short and to the 
point: "CQ Field Day, CQ Field Day, 
Whiskey-One-Alfa- Whiskey, Field 
Day." Wait about 5 seconds between 
CQs -- this gives stations enough time 
to answer you. 
3) Use standard phonetics. "Cute" 
phonetics don't always get through 
and they can confuse newer opera- 
tors. 
4) When working a station, you should 
give your exchange information only 
once and keep it simple. "Whiskey- 
One-Alfa-Whiskey, copy three Foxtrot 
Connecticut, QSL?" If they didn't get 
all of the exchange, they will ask for a 
repeat. 
5) If you are running a pileup: Once 
you have pulled a call out of the

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pileup, give your exchange informa- 
tion first. Here's an example: 
"Whiskey-One-Alfa-Whiskey, copy 3F 
Connecticut, QSL?" Don't ask for the 
calling station's information first -- this 
will reduce any sense of rhythm and 
timing in the pileup. 

6) If you get a pileup of stations and 
can't make out an entire call, listen for 
one letter and ask for it specifically: 
"The station with Delta only, go 
ahead." 

7) When you get the other station's 
information, keep your acknowledg- 
ment simple. "QSL, thanks, QRZ Field 
Day from Whiskey-One-Alfa- 
Whiskey.” 

8) Find a comfortable pace for you 
and maintain that pace. You will tire 
quickly if you are screaming into the 
microphone or trying to work stations 
too quickly. This leads to inefficiency.

All three repeaters require a CTCSS tone of 146.2 Hz. 


9) Use a headset with a boom micro- 
phone and a foot switch -- this frees 
up your hands to log QSOs. Writing 
or typing with a mike in your hand 
slows you down. 

10) Go for as many bonus points as 
you possibly can. Numerous opportuni- 
ties exist, from copying the Field Day 
message to sending traffic to using 
natural power for QSOs. 

These tips should help maximize 
your score on Field Day. Remember: 
No matter how you choose to enjoy 
Field Day, maximize your fun, how- 
ever you define it.

(GA) D-Star Takes Center Stage at Dayton 


D-Star made a big splash at this 
year’s Dayton Hamvention. People 
from all over the world converged on 
Dayton to announce, celebrate and 
discuss = what’s 
going on with D- 
Star. D-Star is 
truly a world- 
wide phenome- 
non. It was origi- 
nally developed 
in Japan. The 
Trust Servers are 
in Texas. Gate- 
Bert Bruner way software 
KE4FOV comes from Icom 

in California and 
Japan. It (the gateway) runs on Linux. 
D-Rats software comes from Dan 
Smith, KK7DS in Oregon. There are 
D-Star repeaters all over the US as 
well as places like England, Ger- 
many, Italy, Russia, Brazil, Argentina 
and Australia. 

But nowhere are there more D- 
Star repeaters per square mile than 
right here in Atlanta. Thanks to Robin 
Cutshaw, AAARC, this is the home of 
the DV Dongle (http://www. 
dvdongle.com) and the D-Plus soft- 
ware which makes repeater linking 
possible. Ed Woodrick, WAA4YIH, 
John Davis, WB4QDX and Georgia 
D-Star, Inc. have given us the D-Star 
Calculator, the D-Star Info web site 
(http://www.dstarinfo.com), the SE D- 
Star Weather Net and now the D- 
Star Info Newsletter (available online 
at the website). 

Even Atlanta’s Ham Radio Outlet 
is a big part of D-Star. Nobody is a 
bigger advocate of D-Star than 
Mark Holmes, KJ4VO. (Kevin O’Con- 
nell, KLORG, runs a D-Star repeater 
in Ketchikan, Alaska. He told me that 
he caught the D-Star bug while talk- 
ing to Mark in the Atlanta HRO 
store.) These great Atlanta resources 
are joined by a host a host of other 
Atlanta Hams who are eager to help 
by offering advice, information and 
help or just by talking on and about 
D-Star. 
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So while Dayton is thought by many 
to be the Mecca of Ham Radio, At- 
lanta just may be the Mecca of D- 
Star.

Membership types have been simpli- 
fied. We attempted to take the pleth- 
ora of memberships and figure out 
what they really meant. In the end it 
became clear what the designers 
were getting at was voting member- 
ships and non-voting memberships. 
That is how we have re-organized 
them. Put "Student", "Associates" and 
other types within those two broad 
categories and every possibility is 
covered. 

We also moved definitions of 
memberships into an appendix. We 
can add new types as needed without 
the need for a "constitutional conven- 
tion". Dues and fees have also been 
moved to an appendix as well to 
make it easier for the club to institute 
new services as needed. Changes 
would still require a vote of club mem- 
bership to approve, but such changes 
would be more managerial than con- 
stitutional. 

Old by-laws mandate club admin- 
istrators notify members via US Post 
Office first class mail in certain cases. 
In pre-Internet days of $.05 postage 
a good option, about the only option 
then. Now almost everyone has Inter- 
net and postage rates are about ten 
times more, now US first class mail is 
about the WORST way to do things. 

New provisions allow the club to 
use Yahoo group messages, email or 
web page posting instead. Our think- 
ing is the easier it is for club managers 
to inform members, and the easier it is 
for members to directly reach their 
managers, the better it is for every- 
one. 

Other changes involve elections, 
streamlining the nominating and elec- 
tion committee processes. 

The By-Laws Committee has 
changed over the months. I'd like to 
thank Charles Golsen and Marianne 
Howell for getting things started. Hugh 
Howell and Dick Bentley for sharing 
their insights into various functions of 
the club over the years. George Olive 
and Jim Reed for the grunt work of 
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digging through layers and layers of 
verbiage. And all the other folks who 
have chimed in a bit here and a bit 
there: Penn (no last name needed), 
David Schiff, Michael Miller, Chris 
Fowler, and Bert Bruner and Rob 
Osattin. 

The new by-laws will be posted to 
the files section of the Yahoo group 
and a notice sent to all users on how 


to find them. We need to discuss them 
at the next club meeting (May 7th) 
and, if acceptable, vote adopt the 
changes before or during our June 
meeting. If not acceptable then the 
quicker we can iron out what needs 
ironing the better. The new rules use 
June as the launch of the election 
"season" and we'd like to be under 
the new rules

munications teams located on mountain peaks in the Eastern USA to communi- 
cate packets and APRS messages from one end of the 2175 mile Appalachian 
Trail to the other end on Sunday, July 26. The RF path, of course, is line of sight 
and only about 1200 miles, so Bob hopes to accomplish the feat with 15 sta- 
tions over 14 hops on a special 2 meter frequency that will not interfere with 
normal packet communications.
